New survey says gay 
troops openly serving 
won’t harm military 

Washington 

Gay troops can serve openly in the 
armed forces without harming the 
military’s ability to fight, the Pen- 
tagon’s top leaders said Tuesday, 
declaring the 17-year-old “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” law should be scrapped 
and pointing to a new survey to 
show most troops won’t mind. 

President Obama, citing the 
troop poll, urged the Senate to 
repeal the ban before adjourning 
in the next few weeks, but there is 
still no indication GOP objections 
can be overcome with just a few 
weeks left in the postelection lame- 
duck session. Still, the survey did 
put new pressure on Republican 
opponents, led by Sen. John McCa- 
in, who say efforts to repeal the law 
are politically motivated and dan- 
gerous at a time of two wars. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said the ban on openly gay military 
service “requires people to lie,” and 
he called for quick Senate action. 


“We spend a lot of time in the 
military talking about integrity and 
honor and values. Telling the truth 
is a pretty important value in that 
scale,” Gates said as he released 


the Pentagon study showing that 
most people currently in uniform 
don’t care about the ban. 

Senate Democrats plan to force 
a vote in December.

By the Numbers 

Overall, the survey found that 
about two-thirds of troops don’t care 
whetherthe ban is lifted. Of the 30 per- 
cent who objected, most were mem- 
bers of combat units. In fact, at least 40 
percent of combat troops said the ac- 
ceptance of gays serving openly would 
be a bad idea. That number climbs to 
58 percent among Marines serving in 
combat roles. Of the survey respon- 
dents who said they were gay, only 
15 percent said they would wantthat 
known to everyone in their unit, (ap) 


cans were generally silent after the 
release of the Pentagon recommen- 
dations for repealing the ban. 

Although historic, Tuesday’s 
recommendation that the military 
for the first time allow openly gay 
people came with a caveat. Gates 
wants an indefinite grace period 
while the Pentagon prepares for 
the policy change. 

“It would be unwise to push 
ahead with full implementation 
of repeal before more can be done 
to prepare the force,” Gates said.

Food Safety’s New Nets 

Senate approves vast 
overhaul, gives FDA 
more responsibilities 

Washington 

The Senate on Tuesday approved the 
biggest overhaul to the nation’s food 
safety laws since the 1930s, voting 
73-25 to give vast new authorities 
to the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion; place new responsibilities on 
farmers and food companies to pre- 
vent contamination; and — for the 
first time — set safety standards for 
imported foods, a growing part of 
the American diet. 

The legislation follows a spate of 
national outbreaks of food poison- 
ing involving products as varied as 
eggs, peanuts and spinach in which 
thousands of people were sickened 
and more than a dozen died. 

The measure passed with sup- 
port from both Democrats and 
Republicans, one of the few pieces 
of legislation to bridge differenc- 
es in an otherwise sharply divid- 
ed body. The bill places greater 
responsibility on manufacturers 
and farmers to prevent contam-

Memos cast doubts 
whether even China 
can sway Pyongyang 

Seoul, South Korea 

A top South Korean official dis- 
misses China’s nuclear negotia- 
tor as “incompetent.” A Chinese 
envoy mocks North Korea as a 
“spoiled child.” 

After a major escalation of spo- 
radic skirmishes between the rival 
Koreas, an international effort is 
trying to rein in rising tensions. 
But U.S. diplomatic memos leaked 
this week call into question wheth- 
er regional powers — most notably 
China — have any insight into or 
influence over North Korea. 

South Korea’s military drill last 
week along a disputed maritime 
border sparked a North Korean 
attack that killed four South Kore- 
ans and wounded 18. U.S.-South 
Korean war games now threaten to 
draw more North Korean ire. 

China is pressing for a meeting 
to discuss ways to defuse tensions, 
saying the session should be con- 
vened by the Koreas, China, Russia, 


Japan and the U.S. — the members 
of the stalled North Korean nucle- 
ar disarmament talks. 

After walking away from the 


talks in April 2009, Pyongyang 
has made clear in recent months 
that it is ready to restart the nego- 
tiations to gain oil and aid. 


Meanwhile ••• 

North Korea made its uranium en- 
richment program a matter of writ- 
ten record Tuesday, claiming in the 
country’s leading newspaper it has a 
modern facility that is operational, 
though under construction. The rev- 
elation is another step toward North 
Korea’s emergence as a nuclear 

power. (CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 


South Korea has reacted coolly 
to the proposal. Tokyo and Wash- 
ington have backed Seoul, and the 
three powers will meet in Wash- 
ington next week. 

U.S. officials said they were 
ruling out six-party talks for now. 
Japan also rejected such talks but 
sent an envoy to China. 

China is Pyongyang’s closest 
ally. However, Chinese officials are 
quoted in the leaked U.S. diplomat- 
ic cables using mocking language 
in reference to North Korea.

British Tuition Protests Renew 



Student reaction still 
strong over plans to 
triple university fees 

London 

Hundreds of British students 
angry about planned tuition hikes 
clashed with riot police on the 
snowy streets of London as part 
of nationwide protests against the 
measure. No serious injuries were 
immediately reported. 

Protesters pushed against lines 
of riot police at Trafalgar Square, 
and some threw objects at officers, 
who responded with batons. 

Thousands of young demon- 
strators marched through univer- 
sity campuses across Britain and 
attempted to occupy local council 
offices. Protests were mostiy peace- 
ful, although there was some scat- 
tered violence, and police report- 
ed 153 arrests. 


Students are furious over the 
coalition government’s decision 
to allow schools to charge up to 
$14,000 per year in a bid to reduce 
the burden on Britain’s debt-laden 
public sector. British students cur- 
rently pay up to $4,675. 

Earlier this month, activists 
tried to ransack the governing 


Conservative Party’s headquar- 
ters in London in a dramatic pro- 
test, touching off a wave of dem- 
onstrations and sit-ins. 

Tuesdaj^’s crowds, though, were 
smaller than last week’s nationwide 
protests and the first mass student 
demonstration held in London on

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EU Scratinizes Google 


Regulators studying 
whether company 
tilts search results 

Brussels 

European Union regulators will 
probe whether Google Inc. has been 
manipulating its search results to 
stifle competition, funnel more 
traffic to its own services and pro- 
tect its global stranglehold of the 
online search market. 

The European Commission’s 
move, announced Tuesday, is 
the first formal investigation by 
a major regulatory agency into 
these issues and could potential- 
ly result in billions in fines, as in 
the recent cases of Microsoft Corp. 
and Intel Corp. 

Several competitors, including 
one owned by Microsoft, say that 
links to their services appear too

Google Inc. may be close to buy- 
ing online discount service Groupon 
in a deal worth as much as $6 billion, 
which would be the search compa- 
ny’s largest acquisition ever, accord- 
ing to published reports. Google and 
Groupon had no comment Tuesday. 
Google’s largest acquisition to date 
is its 2008 purchase of Doubleclick, 
at $3.2 billion. Groupon offers daily 
local deals that range from yoga 
classes to discounts at such nation- 
al retailers as Gap. (ap) 


low on Google’s general search 
results. They also claim that when 
Google offers similar services, it 
puts its links higher on the spon- 
sored search results. 

The issue could boil down to 
whether Google has a right to pro- 
gram its search engine the way it 


wants or whether it is abusing its 
market power. 

This much is clear: Google’s ser- 
vices consistently have ranked at 
or near the top of its search results. 
In some cases, there’s clear logic 
to the rankings because some of 
Google’s properties, including its 
mapping service and YouTube video 
site, are considered to be among 
the best and most authoritative in 
their categories. 

Google has insisted that it 
avoids bias in its search results. 
But at times, Google executives 
have conceded they sometimes 
give their own services preferen- 
tial treatment. 

The investigation does not imply 
any wrongdoing by Google but 
shows that the antitrust watchdog 
takes the complaints seriously. 

In a Tuesday statement, Google 
reiterated its belief that it hasn’t

Fares Up, Ridership Down 


Transit systenn's revenue 
takes a hit after record 
price hikes this summer 

The across-the-board fare increase imposed 
by Metro this summer has led to a drop in 
bus ridership and less-than-expected rail 
revenue as a result of changing travel pat- 
terns, an initial analysis by Metro shows. 

Bus ridership has fallen 7 percent, with 
overall Metro system ridership 2 percent 
below the levels of the last fiscal year, 
which ended in July and 3 percent below 
Metro’s projected level. The lower-than- 
expected passenger revenue is the main 
factor in Metro’s overall revenue shortfall 
of 4 percent so far this year. 

The number of rail riders remained 


No Harm at Pentagon 

A suspicious package caused a brief 
disruption during Tuesday morning’s 
rush hour, closing one side of the Pen- 
tagon Metro station. Metro says trains 
continued running through the station 
throughout the incident, (ap) 


flat, but 2 to 3 percent of rail riders have 
moved their commutes from peak times 
to the window with the lowest fares, and 
others avoided certain trips, according to 
the analysis. 

Metro analyzed the impact of the fare 
increase in a presentation prepared for a 
board of directors meeting Thursday. 

The analysis found that on the rail sys- 
tem, riders took fewer short and very long 


trips, resulting in less revenue, according 
to Metro data that compared September 
2009 with September 2010. 

The presentation said 2 to 3 percent 
of riders have shifted to the off-peak 
“shoulder” hours — the half-hours after 
9:30 a.m. and 7 p.m. — in order to avoid 
peak fares. 

The fare increase had a more dramatic 
impact on bus riders. Metro found that rid- 
ership on its buses fell by 5 percent when 
comparing September 2010 to September 
2009 as a result of the fare increase and 
the economic recession. 

Bus riders have a median annual income 
of $69,000; 50 percent are minorities, 
and 23 percent are unemployed, accord- 
ing to a Metrobus rider profile from 2007.

Carmela Dela Rosa, 50, initially 


was charged with aggravated mali- 
cious wounding, but the charges 
were upgraded early Tuesday after- 
noon. She is being held at the Fair- 
fax County Adult Detention Cen- 
ter, police said. 

Police offered no information 
about what could have prompted 
Dela Rosa, described by neighbors 
as a loving and warm caregiver 
to Angelyn, to cause her grand- 
daughter harm. No one answered 
the door at either Dela Rosa’s 
home or Angelyn’s Tuesday, and 
neighbors said they were shocked 


and mystified by the grim alle- 
gations.

$1M Bond for Man Linked

An l8-year-old potential suspect 
in the slaying of an American Uni- 
versity professor was ordered held 
on $1 million bond in Montgom- 
ery County Tuesday.

U.S.’ Opening Arguments 

Government lawyers debate whether WikiLeaks can be charged for its release 


Washington 

The government’s decisions about 
whether or how to bring criminal 
charges against participants in the 
WikiLeaks disclosures is compli- 
cated by the very newness of Julian 
Assange’s Internet-based outfit: Is 
it journalism or espionage or some- 
thing in between? 

Justice, State and Defense Depart- 
ment lawyers are discussing wheth- 
er it might be possible to prosecute 
the WikiLeaks founder and others 
under the Espionage Act, a senior 
defense official said Tuesday. 

They are debating whether 
the Espionage Act applies, and to 
whom, according to this official, 
who spoke anonymously to dis- 
cuss an ongoing criminal investi- 
gation. Other charges also might 
be possible, including theft of gov- 
ernment property or receipt of sto- 
len government property. 

Rep. Peter King, R-N.Y., called 
for Assange to be charged under the 
Espionage Act and asked wheth- 
er WikiLeaks can be designated a 
terrorist organization. But Assange 
has portrayed himself as a crusad- 
ing journalist: He told Time mag- 
azine he targets only “organiza- 
tions that use secrecy to conceal 
unjust behavior.” 

Longtime Washington lawyer 
Plato Cacheris, who represented CIA 
official Aldrich Ames and other espi- 
onage defendants, said that Assange 
could argue he is protected by the 




Should it decide to prosecute the 
WikiLeaks founder, the United 
States might find it difficult to 
gain access to Julian Assange, 
who apparently has avoided 
traveling to the country. Most 
nations’ extradition treaties ex- 
empt crimes viewed as political. 
Assange’s legal pursuers are not 
confined to the U.S. The Interna- 
tional Criminal Police Organi- 
zation issued an arrest warrant 
this month for Assange, who is 
wanted in Sweden on suspicion 
of rape and sexual harassment.

Prompted by WikiLeaks’ release 
on Sunday, the State Depart- 
ment severed its computer files 
from the government’s classified 
network, officials said Tuesday, 
as U.S. and world leaders tried to 
clean up from the embarrassing 
leak that spilled America’s sen- 
sitive documents onto screens 
around the globe. By temporar- 
ily pulling the plug, the U.S. sig- 
nificantly reduced the number of 
government employees who can 
read important diplomatic mes- 
sages. (AP) 


WIKILEAKS’ NEXT VICTIM? 

Bank of America Corp. stock fell Tuesday afternoon on speculation that it might be the target of a WikiLeaks doc- 
ument release early next year. The bank’s stock was down 36 cents, or 3.2 percent, to $10.95. In an interview pub- 
lished in the latest issue of Forbes magazine, the founder of the whistle-blower organization, Julian Assange, said 
he plans to release tons of internal documents from a major U.S. bank early next year. “It will give a true and repre- 
sentative insight into how banks behave at the executive level in a way that will stimulate investigations and reforms, 
I presume," he told Forbes. “For this, there’s only one similar example. It’s like the Enron e-mails." While Assange 
wouldn’t identify the bank to Forbes, he said last year in a separate interview with Computerworld that he had sever- 
al gigabytes of data from a Bank of America executive’s hard drive, (ap)

First Amendment, a freedom of the 
press defense. “That would be one, 
certainly,” Cacheris said. 

Constrained by the First Amend- 
ment, the Justice Department has 
steered clear of prosecuting jour- 
nalists for publishing leaked secrets. 
Leakers have occasionally been pros- 
ecuted, usually government workers 
charged under easier-to-prove stat- 
utes criminalizing the mishandling 
of classified documents. 

But WikiLeaks has entered a 
space where no journalist has gone 
before. Media have often sought 
information, including govern- 
ment secrets, but none has matched 
Assange’s open worldwide invita- 
tion to send him any secret or con- 
fidential information a source can 
lay hands on. 

Is WikiLeaks the leaker or mere- 
ly the publisher? “The courts have 
been somewhat reluctant to draw 
a line of demarcation between 
what we call mainstream media 
and everyone else,” said attorney 
Stan Brand. “If these people are 
publishing and exercising First 
Amendment rights, I don’t know 
why they’re less entitled to their 
First Amendment rights to pub- 
lish.”

Ovechkin discovers 
a new way to score 
as goal output falls 

The Capitals 

For the past five seasons, Capitals 
fans have grown accustomed to Alex 
Ovechkin’s signature goal-scoring 
celebration; a jump into the glass 
boards, a kiss on his fingers and his 
arm thrown into the air. 

This season, there’s a sense 
of uneasiness in Verizon Center 
because Ovechkin has delivered 
his post-goal bravado only 10 times 
this year — a major drop-off from 
the Russian’s previous rip-roar- 
ing starts in the NHL. “It’s not 
my time right now,” Ovechkin 
said. “I have chances to score 
goals, but I don’t.”

Ovechkin’s 22 assists lead the 
Capitals and have placed him at 
third on the NHL’s assist lead. 
Vancouver’s Henrik Sedin leads 
the league with 25 assists, fol- 
lowed by Pittsburgh’s Sidney Cros- 
by with 23. 

Heading into Wednesday’s game 
against the St. Louis Blues, Ovech- 
kin is on pace for 71 assists — a pos- 
sible career high and a mark reached 
by only one other left wing in NHL 
history: Mark Messier. 

Having his name thrown in 
with assist kings Sedin and Crosby 
is unusual for Ovechkin, but with 
his team’s offense chugging along 
without his goal-scoring, Ovechkin 



is OK with his new role. 

“It’s something new,” he said. 
“But, right now we win, and it’s the 
most important thing.” 

Part of the reason Ovechkin’s 
assist total is rising is that oppos- 
ing teams are zeroing in on him and 
limiting the amount of space Ovech- 
kin has to work with on the ice. 

“Teams are more on him this 
year,” center Nicklas Backstrom 
said. “There’s always two guys on 
him, and it makes it a bit tougher, 
but we win hockey games. I think 
he doesn’t care. As long as we win, 
he’s happy.” 

In the past three games, Ovech- 
kin has tallied six assists and count- 
less near-goals that leave him throw- 
ing his head back in frustration. 

Despite the continued drought, 
Ovechkin isn’t worried his scoring 
touch is gone. 

“It’s not frustrating,” Ovechkin 
said. “I think I have good chances, 
and if I don’t have chances, that 
would be frustrating.” 

Still, Ovechkin’s claim to fame is 
his goal-scoring prowess, and Bou- 
dreau is confident an Ovechkin goal 
explosion is on its way. 

“He’s been an elite goal scorer 
his whole life, and he’s struggling 
scoring goals,” he said. “You can 
see he’s pressing a little bit, 
but the good news is 
he’s getting chanc- 
es.

Americans predict 
new soccer boom if 
they win 2022 event 

Soccer 

As Americans celebrated the Fourth 
of July in 1988, a present arrived 
from Zurich: The World Cup was 
headed to the United States for the 
first time. 

“The richest land in the world 
simply cannot be allowed to remain 
a blank spot on the world map of 
soccer any longer,” Hermann Neu- 
berger, president of West German 
soccer’s governing body, said at 
the time. 

More than two decades since 
that watershed 1994 World Cup, 
the global game is now very much 
a part of the country’s sports land- 
scape. 

There’s a national team that’s 
played in six-straight World Cups, 
three television networks that are 
pretty much all soccer, constant 
additional exposure on ESPN2 and 
a growing league preparing for its 
I6th season — albeit one still strug- 
gling to gain attention in a mar- 
ket dominated by the NFL, Major 
League Baseball and the NBA. 

Bidders promise another burst 
of explosive growth if FIFA’s exec- 
utive committee awards the 2022 
tournament to the United States 
when it votes Thursday in Zurich. 
Australia, Japan, Qatar and South 
Korea are the competition. 

“We’ve got all of the infrastruc- 
ture in place, and it’s extraordi- 
nary infrastructure, which allows 
us to focus on growing the game

The fans who see Gary Williams 
work the sidelines during games 
know him as a stomping, sweat- 
ing, screaming creature getting his 
point across through pure, unfil- 
tered intensity. 

But at halftime of Friday’s 
game, when Maryland found itself 
trailing against Elon, the 22nd- 
year coach opted for a different 
approach.

The first chance to correct the 
problem comes Wednesday on the 
road against Penn State (5-1) as part 
of the ACC-Big Ten Challenge. 

“I don’t know if it comes from 
the warm-ups before the game or 
if we are taking teams too lightly,” 
junior Sean Mosley said. “I don’t 
have an answer, but we can’t start 
like that in games down the road or 
against Penn State. ... We have to 
come out with the mindset that we 
are playing a top team every game 
and not worry about the name on 
the jersey, because anybody can 
beat anybody on any given day.”

Concert Preview 

Forgive the Walkmen’s Hamilton 
Leithauser for his contradictions, but 
you can’t plan how a record will take 
shape. 

When we spoke to the singer last 
August, he was deep into recording 
the group’s as-yet-untitled sixth 
album. Eleven songs were on the 
docket, including some “big rockers, 
some horns [and] a really long, vibey 
song.” Leithauser spoke of his quest 
to eliminate the band’s signature 
reverb and about continuing to write 
for the horn section that defined 


much of 2008’s “You & Me.” He also 
said he planned to write fewer than 
the 17 songs the group wrote for that 
record. 

Discussing the finished album this 
August, mere weeks before the release 
of “Lisbon,” Leithauser had a different 
story: Big rockers were toned down; 
horns remain on but one song; 30 songs 
were written and 11 made the cut. And 
while the reverb is less apparent, he 
found himself arguing for more of it on 
“Victory,” the last song the band would 
record for the album. “I got vetoed,” he 
says, admitting it was the right choice. 
“The vocal sounds so much madder 
because it’s so dry.” 

That madness comes off as cele- 
bration, a fitting testament to the end 
of an album that took shape as the 
band recorded. The disc was record- 
ed in New York and Texas, but it was 


on two trips to Lisbon that the Walk- 
men found their inspiration. 

“It was this place we went that was 
really good to us,” Leithauser says. “It 
just seemed like looking back over writ- 
ing the record, that Lisbon had been 
really motivating for us.” 

Sometimes recalling an Elvis-era 
Sun Records sound, “Lisbon” trades 
the garage thrash of earlier Walkmen 
records for clean guitars, simple 
arrangements and restrained vocals. 

Ahead of a hometown show at the 
9:30 Club Friday, Leithauser spoke 
to Express about each track on “Lis- 
bon.”

Bassist Peter Hook 
revives Joy Division’s 
post-punk tunes on 
a tour with the Light 

Q&A 

Decades after lead singer Ian Cur- 
tis’ death, Joy Division has become 
a band of post-punk legend. But the 
British group never got a chance 
to break big in the U.S. during its 
heyday: Curtis’ suicide pre-empt- 
ed the band’s first stateside tour. 
It will always be his friend’s death, 
rather than any missed opportuni- 
ty for fame, that haunts former Joy 
Division bassist Peter Hook. 

Nevertheless, it’s the things 
Hook accomplished both before 
and after Curtis’ death in 1980 that 
have defined his career. With New 
Order, which Hook created along 
with former Joy Division members 
Stephen Morris and Bernard Sum- 
ner after Curtis died, he paved the 
way for a style of bass playing that 
put the instrument front and cen- 
ter. And he’s now touring the world 
with current band the Light, per- 
forming songs off Joy Division’s 


debut album in honor of the 30th 
anniversary of Curtis’ death. 

You’ve become known for a more 
melodic bass style that shaped 
New Order’s sound. How often do 
you listen to more modern bands 
and hear your own style? 

It’s a fantastic compliment, really, 
and I’m delighted by it. ...Jared [Fol- 
lowill] from Kings of Leon [recent- 
ly said] that it was me who made 
him pick up the bass, and that was 
a great compliment. I do hear a lot 
of our influence in modern bands 


— [The] Killers, White Life, Editors 

— but also a lot in dance music as 
well, such as Justice, the Chemical 
Brothers and Hot Chip. 

What do you think your legacy is? 

I suppose it was playing it lower 
down, which became my trade- 
mark. ... I think I’ve made a stand 
for bass players everywhere, real- 
ly.

Back in the swinging ’70s when San 
Francisco’s Dan Hicks was making 
the cover of Rolling Stone, it would 
have been unthinkable that such 
a happenin’ dude would record 
something as traditional as a hol- 
iday album. But this year Hicks did 
release such a record and, true to 
form, it’s anything but convention- 
al. “Crazy for Christmas” is filled 
with satire, silliness and even some 
scat singing.

“I’ve been in this band since the 
1970s, but I also play in another lit- 
tle novelty band sometimes at home 
during Christmas — a Christmas 
jug band,” Hicks explains.

Hicks gained a cult following in 
the ’70s but disbanded his group, 
the Hot Licks, just as his populari- 
ty was cresting.

“Crazy for Christmas” is as hard 
to pigeonhole as any of his works — 
except that it’s quintessential Hicks,

It’s the 
people Koch follows — including 
J’Mia Edwards, a young mother of 
three struggling to find housing, 
and Ron Daniels, a former addict 
who now drives a needle-exchange 
van — who make the story devas- 
tatingly relatable. 

“Even though it’s a Washing- 
ton, D.C .-based story, it’s touched 
a nerve with people from all over,” 
Koch says of the movie, which she 
filmed in 2009. 

Koch has stayed in touch with 
many of the people featured in her 
documentary, which premiered in

D.C. in September and will make 
its television debut on Showtime 
Wednesday, in honor of World AIDS 
Day. Koch spoke with Express about 
her film and the current state of AIDS 
resources and prevention in D.C. 

Estimates are that at least 3 per- 
cent of D.C. residents are infected 
with HIV/AIDS. How do you think 
your film can change that? 


We hope the film will break down 
some of the stigma [associated with 
the disease] and get people to see 
that people we feature in the film 
could be your sister, your brother, 
your cousin, the person on the bus, 
the person at the grocery store, your 
friend. I really hope that’s what we 
accomplish: a sense of our com- 
mon humanity. 

The film focuses on how housing 
and funding shortages in D.C. have 
harsh effects on individuals living 
with AIDS. Do you think those are 
the biggest obstacles? 

There’s a limited amount of resourc- 
es and funds, and there are a lot of 
organizations and groups that are 
vying for that same piece of that 
small pie. But I think there’s a lack 
of education and lack of information 
on this, and I think you have to go 
hand-in-hand. As we try to address 
what’s already happened, we have 
to put effort into education and pre- 
vention, because I think there are 
a lot of young people who think 
this has gone away, roxana hadadi

New England resorts 
go beyond standard 
ski fare with zip Lines 
and roller coasters 


Adventure 

Never mind the double black dia- 
mond slopes. How about whizzing 
through the trees on a zip line or 
careening down the hill on a roll- 
er coaster? 

Appealing to the adventurous 
crowd, a number of New England 
ski resorts have added year-round 
zip lines and Mountain Coasters. 

“It’s a matter of being harnessed 
by one of our guides and letting 
gravity do the rest,” said Sunday 
River spokeswoman Darcy Morse, 
of the Newry, Maine, resort’s zip 
line tour, in which users are sus- 
pended from a cable on a pulley. 

Vermont’s Smugglers’ Notch 
is building a “canopy tour” — 
4,000 feet of zip lines where rid- 
ers will cross sky bridges and rap- 
pel from trees — to open by the end 
of December, with a mini course 
that opened in late November. New 
Hampshire’s Bretton Woods and 
Loon Mountain, along with Maine’s 
Sugarloaf, all plan to have their zip 
lines open this winter. 

“It’s kind of a unique way to 
experience the White Mountains 
and kind of seeing it from a differ- 
ent angle, you know, rather than 
from the skis or from the slopes, 
but being up in those old-growth

Jenna Huntsberger has never met 
a food she didn’t want to salt. “I 
use salt in everything,” she says. 
“I will up the amount of salt in 
recipes because I don’t think it’s 
enough. Salt is the one ingredient 
that brings everything else out.” 

Huntsberger, 28, who blogs 
as Moderndomestic.com, knows 
about the dangers of excess salt 
consumption (high blood pres- 
sure, ulcers). But she also realizes 
how important the mineral is for 
seasoning scrambled eggs or bak- 
ing cupcakes. 

“Sometimes I taste cookie reci- 
pes that don’t have salt in them, and 
think, ‘There’s something wrong,” 
says the Adams Morgan resident 
and pastry chef for Spilled Milk 
Catering. “I like salt with choco- 
late. Chocolate is so rich, and salt 
balances out the flavors. I always 
try to put a pinch of salt in icing.” 

But pinches here and there don’t 
add up to the amount in the sodi-
